Colombia Also Files Kick 


Against Uncle Sam 


In London.

Washington, Nov. 17.—In a note ad- 


Sressed to M. Bunau-Varilla, as min- 
ister plenipotentiary and envoy extra- 
ordinary of the republic of the isth- 
mus, M. Jusserand, the French am- 
bassador, officially recognized the new 
envoy and informed him he would '»« 
received at the embassy by his excel- 
lency and duly recognized. 
The am 


bassador's action is in accordance 
with a cablegram received from the 
French foreign office. 


The minister 
announced that J. 


Pierpont Morgan & Co. had accepted 
the appointment as financial agents in 
the United States of the Panama re- 
public, and that $300.000 had 
been 


placed to the credit of the Panama 
government. 


The minister received by cable full 


powers from his government to ad- 
dress the envoys of all the powers 
represented at Washington and re- 
quest recognition at their hands. 


The action of President Marroquin 


In sending a protest to tho United 
States senate is regarded by diplo- 
mats here as a serious breach of the 
proprieties, but tho matter probably 
will not he dealt with in a harsh man- 
ner. 
Secretary Hay has not yet seen 


thte protest, but will soon read it. 
and unofficially the president may see 
It. but it is felt the communication 
might be entirely ignored if the gov- 
ernment chose to do so. in view of the 
extraordinary course taken in for- 
warding It. 


Protest In Senate. 


Washington, Nov. 17.—The protest 


of the Colombian government against 
the recognition by the United States 
ot the independence of Panama was 
received by Senator Frye as president 
pro tern, of the senate. The document 
was not laid before the senate be- 
cause of the diplomatic requirement 
that it should be transmitted through 
the secretary of stato. It is in Span- 
ish, and Senator Frye had it trans- 
lated with a view to transmitting it to 
Secretary Hay. It will be sent to the 
secretary with the request that it be 
speedily returned, when Senator Frye 
will lay It before the senate. 


To Confer on Mayflower. 


Panama. 
Nov. 17.—The 
Panama 


Junta has appointed a commission 
composed of Senores Arias and Es- 
pmoea to proceed at once to Colon 
and confer on board the United States 
•teamship Mayflower with tho Colom- 
bians, who arrived there on what is 
understood to be a peace mission. 
The 
so-called peace • commissioners 


are from the department of Bolivar, 
but It is not yet known whether they 
are authorized to represent the Bo- 
gota government 
or whether they 


came on behalf of the department of 
Bolivar to recognize the new republic.

Bogota government and are properly 
empowered to and do rerogni/.e the 
republic of Panama the matter of re- 
muneration to Colombia for the loss 
of the isthmus may be broached.
